Fishing or Prayer Only Privacy 
For Presidents, Hoover Says 


NEW YORK, May 19 (AP) — 
Herbert Hoover says Americans 
respect the privacy of Presidents 
only when they are praying or 
fishing — “so that some have 
taken to fishing.” 

In a radio discussion yesterday 
of Izaak Walton’s “Compleat 
Angler,” the famous fishing man- 
ual published .300 years ago, 
Hoover was asked to explain why 
so many Presidents have been 
fishermen. 

He said that only. three Presi- 
dents—himself, Grover Cleveland, 
and Theodore Roosevelt—had been 
fishermen from boyhood and 
therefore ‘their devotion to the 
sport after reaching the White 
House “required no explanation.” 

“But,” he added, “others only 
became fishermen after entering 
the White House. In examining 
this national phenomenon, I con- 
cluded that the pneumatic ham- 


mering of demands on the Pres- 
dent’s mind had increased in 
frequency with the rising tide of 
economic and international com- 
plexity, and he just had to get 
away somehow, somewhere, and 
be alone for a few hours once in 
a while, } 

“But there are only two occa- 
sions when Americans respect 
privacy, especially in Presidents; 
those are prayer and fishing — 
so that some have taken to 
fishing.” ‘ 

Discussing the fishing habits 
of previous Presidents, Hoover 
said that Calvin Coolidge’s “‘back- 
cast was so much a common 
dangeft that even the Secret 
Service men kept at a distance 
until they were summoned. to 
climb trees to retrieve filles.”

20-Man Group to Lay Groundwork 
for $100,000,000 Outlay on 
Military Defense. 
WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)—

SNYDER TELLS CONGRESS 
TAX CUT PERIOD IS COMING 


Treasury Head Offers No Specific Plan— 


Doesn’t Mention Present Bill for 
4-Billion Slash. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
told Congress today that “a period 
of tax reduction: is approaching,” 
but he made no recommendations 
as to what taxes should be cut or 
when, 

Snyder further told the House 
Ways and Means Committee that 
Congress should “consider” how to 
reduce taxes at some later—and 
unspecified—time. 

The 5000-word prepared state- 
ment by Snyder made no mention 
of the four-billion-dollar tax re- 
duction bill passed overwhelm- 
ingly by the House despite Admin- 
istration opposition. The bill is 
now awaiting Senate action, Nor 
did Snyder’s statement say 
whether President Truman might 
veto this tax-cut bill if it reaches 
him, 

Snyder was the first witness 
as the committee began hearings 


on a general revision of the en- 
tire tax setup. 

He did not elaborate on his 
reference to an approaching pe 
riod of tax reduetion, saying 
simply: 

“We are nearing lower peace 
time levels of Government er- 
penditures and continuing high 
levels of national income and pro- 
duction, A period of tax reduction 
is approaching.” 

Snyder’s statement contained 
thumbnail sketches of 20 levies 
that have been under Treasury 
study, but made no recommenda- 
tions concerning them, 

“It is highly unlikely that the 
fiscal and economic situation will 
warrant enactment of all the ul- 
timately desirable revisions at the 
same time,” he said,

Texas Court Overruled. 

The Supreme Court's ruling 
overturned a ruling of the Texas 
Court of Criminal Appeals which 
hed upheld Browning’s contempt 
findings. 

Justice Douglas for the majority 
wrote that “the law of. contempt 
is not made for the protection of 
judges who may be sensitive to 
the winds of public opinion. 
Judges are supposed to be men 
of fortitude, able to thrive in a 
hardy climate.” 

The Texas Court of Criminal Ap- 
peals held “there ig no escape 
from the conclusion that it was 
the purpose and intent of the pub- 
lishers to force, compel and coerce 
Judge Browning to grant Mayes 
(the soldier) a new trial. The o 
reason for so doing was beca 
the publishers did not agree wi 
Judge Browning’s decision or con- 
duct of the case.” 

The newspaper men said news 
accounts of the trial were essen- 
tially true. The editorial criti- 
cized Texas laws “which vest vast 
judiciary authority in a county 
judge but which do not require 
the occupant of the office to be an 
attorney.” 

Justice Douglas in effect said 
the news accounts were accurate. 
Opinion by Douglas. 

He declared the only substantial 
question raised in the case per- 
tained to the editorial. He cited 
various language in the editorial 
and commented that: 

“This was strong language, in- 
temperate language, and, we as- 
sume, an unfair criticism. Buta 
judge may not hold in contempt 

one who ventures to publish any- 
thing that tends to make him 

unpopular or to belittle him... . 

“The vehemence of the language 
used is not alone the measure of 
the power to punish for contempt. 
The fire which it kindles must 
constitute an imminent, not mere- 
Ty a likely threat, to the adminis- 

tration of justice. The danger 
must not be remote or even prob- 
able; it must immediately imperil.” 

Justice Douglag said that “giv- 
ing the editorial all of the vehe- 
mence which the court below 
found in it, we fail to see how it 
could in any realistic sense create 
an imminent and serious threat to 
the ability of the court to give fair 
consideration to the motion for a 
rehearing.” A 

In comment on the news arti- 
cles, Douglas said: 

“Inaccuracies in reporting are 
commonplace. Certainly a re- 
porter could not be laid by the 
heels for contempt because he 
missed the essential point in a 
trial or failed to summarize the 
issues to accord with the views 
of the judge who sat on the case.” 

Dissent ackson, 

Justice Jackson sharply criti- 
cized the majority's reasoning in 
his dissent. 

He asserted that “the right of 
the people to have a free press is 
a vital one, but so is tha right 
to have a calm and fair trial free 
from outside pressures and influ- 
ences. 

“Every other right, including 
the right of a free press, itself, 
may depend on the ability to get 
a judicial hearing as dispassion- 
ate and impartial as the weak- 
ness inherent in men will permit.

SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
U.S, RIGHT TO RECOGNIZE 
UNION OF MINE FOREMEN 


WASHINGTON, May 19. 


HE Supreme Court today 

‘upheld the right of the 

Government to recognize a 
union of supervisory employes 
in federally-seized soft coal 
mines. The question Was ap- 

ealed in a test case by Jones 
K Laughlin Steel Corp., which 
is fighting efforts of an affil- 
late of John L. Lewis’s United 
Mine Workers (AFL) to organ- 
ize coal supervisors, After the 
Goverriment seized the mines 
in May 1946, the Coal Mines 
Administration recognized the 
UMW affiliate as sole bargain- 
ing agent for supervisors in 
four Jones & Laughlin mines. 

The Government's agreement 
with the union—the United 
Clerical, Technical and Super- 
visory Employes, a.division of 
UMw's District 50, came after 
the National Labor Relations 
Board ruled that the union 
could qualify as bargaining rep- 
resentative. An election was 
held and the NLRB then certi- 
fied the. union. 

The agreement is limited to 
the period of government opera- 
tion of the mines, expiring June 
30. , 

The company took the NLRB 
ruling into the courts. This case 
still is pending in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Philadelphia. Jones & Laugh- 
lin, meantime, contested the 
right of the government to rec- 
ognize the union, pending the 
outcome of the other suit.

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CHINESE ADMIT 
RED COLUMN I 
NEAR CHANGCHUN 


Manchurian Capital Un- 
der Virtual Siege With 
Communist Troops 
Only,7 Miles Away. 


Chinese Communist column moved 
to a point only seven miles south 
of Changchun today to place the 
Manchurian capital virtually un- 


der a state of siege, Nationalist 
dispatches reported. 

The Red Army unit pushed to 
the city’s suburbs after taking 
Hwaiteh, 25 miles west of Chang- 
chun. The fall of Hwaiteh ex- 
posed the capital city to direct 
attack. Changchun was under 
martial law. 

Another Communist column 
was reported to have reached a 
point 12 miles southwest of Chang- 
chun in an attempt to seize the 
nearby airfield and isolate the 
city. Red forces made gains else- 
where in civil war fighting. 

China had another problem on 
its hands, yee ye students here 
and in Shanghai disregarded Gov- 
ernment orders against parades 
and public demonstrations, Their 
defiance was feared as a forerun- 
ner of further unrest in all the 
main cities tomorrow when the 
Peoples’ Political Council is 
scheduled to meet. 

6000 Parade in Shanghai. 

Less than 24 hours after the 
demonstration bar was issued by 
the State Council, 6000 students 
from seven universities paraded 
in the main streets of Shanghai 
demanting a “new deal” in edu- 
cation. 

In Peiping four students of Na- 
tional Peking University were 
beaten by soldiers of the Youth 
Army during student anti-civil 
war speeches. 


In Nanking, 300 students from 


National Yingshih University at- 
tempted to enter the Ministry of 
Education. A hot argument with 
20° Chinese military police devel- 
oped, but the military police 
stood firm.

Fighting continued in the hilly 
Shantung region between Mengyin 
and Ishui, now the main theater 
of battle in that maritime prov- 
ince. Nationalists reported sev- 
eral successes, including capture 
of Paoshan, described as a Com- 
munist key point six miles east 
of Mengyin. 

Own Troops Reported Bombed. 

Private reports, unconfirmed, 
Said that Thursday the. Govern- 
ment air force made a record 100- 
plane raid near Mengyin—and 
mistakenly directed it against the 
Government's fine Seventy-fourth 
Division, which was badly cut up. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
yesterday issued a written state- 
ment to the striking students of 
16 Chinese universities in a half- 
dozen major cities, calling their 
demands for incréased support 
money “unreasonable” and term- 
ing their walkout from classes 
Communist-instigated, “to destroy 
and upset society.” 

He said the Government would 
take “drastic measures” to halt 
riots and demonstrations, 

The estimated 15,000 students 
urged peace, and proclaimed a 
wide variety of grievances in ad- 
dition to demanding more food. 
(In effect, more money in the sup- 
port allowances they receive from 
the Government.) 

Their leaders denied any 
prompting by political groups, and 
said they sought an end to civil 
war because it caused high prices, 
which brought about “our present 
misery.”

TRUMAN URGES 
DISABILITY. RISK, 
HEALTH PROGRAM 


Tells Congress Loss of 
Earnings Should Be 
Covered as Part of So- 
cial Insurance. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (UP)— 
President Truman today urged 
Congress to take immediate steps 
to set up national health and dis- 
ability insurance programs, 

In a special message to Con- 
gress, Truman said “comprehen- 
sive disability insurance should 
exist throughout the nation.” 

Truman signed the final draft 
of the message late yesterday in 
Grandview, Mo. It was flown 
here by courier plane for delivery 
to Congress. 

Truman recalled that he first 
suggested a comprehensive medi- 
cal program in a message to Con- 
gress Nov. 19, 1945. At that time 
he said such a program should in- 
clude adequate public health serv- 


ices, additional research, more 
hospital and doctors and protec- 
tion against loss of earnings as 
well as insurance, . 


Cost of Sickness. 

In his message today he empha- 
sized the need to make it possible 
for patients to pay the cost of 
sickness, 

“An insurance plan,” he said, “is 
the American way of accomplish- 
ing our objective. It is consistent 
with our democratic principles, 

„It is the only plan broad 
enough to meet the needs of our 
people. It is—in the long-run—far 
less costly and far more effective 
than public charity or a medical 
dole.” 

He said that under his program 
patients would be as free to 
select their doctors as they are 
today and doctors and hospitals 
would be free to participate or to 
stay out of the program. 

It would be administered through 
state and local agencies, he said, 
“subject only to reasonable na- 
tional standards.” 

Truman also asked Congress to 
consider quick action on protec- 
tion against temporary disability, 
which is already provided by two 
states. 

“Comprehensive disability in- 
surance should exist throughout 
the nation,” he said. “It can and 
should be a part of our social in- 
surance system.” 
“The total health program 
which I have proposed is crucial 
to our national welfare,” the Pres- 
ident told Congress. 

“The heart of that program is 
national health insurance. Until 
it is a part of our national fabric, 
we shall be wasting our most 
precious national resource and 
shall be perpetuating unnecessary 
human misery and suffering.” 


Services for Handicapped. 


Truman urged Congress to 
study the long-range need for ad- 
ditional health services for chil- 
dren and expectant mothers, crip- 
pled and otherwise physically 
handicapped children, 


He warned that limited funds 
have reduced the health work in 
states, cities and counties to a 
“dangerously inadequate level.“ 

He said there is still a shortage 
of hospitals, physicians, dentists 
and nurses and those we have 
are distributed unfairly. The hos- 
pital shortage can be met through 
expanded education, Truman said. 

Truman said that a national 
health insurance program was 
“logical extension” of the social 
security system.

WASHINGTON, May 19 (UP)— 
The Navy announced today that 
Lt. Comdr. Edward N. Little of 
Monrovia, Calif., is now on trial 
before a general court martial on 
charges of mistreating his fellow 
prisoners of war in a Japanese 
prison camp. 

Little, who was senior American 
officer in the prison camp, is 
charged with “maltreatment of 
the persons subject to his orders, 
conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and discipline and conduct 
unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man.“

REAL EFFORT FOR 
AN HONEST TRIAL

„ GREENVILLE, S. C., May 19— 
‘The most noteworthy aspect of 
the Greenville lynching trial, 
which entered its second week to- 
day, probably has been obscured 
in the reporting of the more im- 
mediate day-to-day developments. 

The real news is that the State 
of South Carolina is putting on a 
rigorously honest trial in this 
first prosecytion in the South of 
an entire accused lynching mob. 
The correspondents representing 
the nation’s press include some 
veteran trial reporters, and all 
are agreed that they never have 
seen a more determined effort to 
stick to the rules of honest court- 
room procedure than is being made 
here. That goes for the 37-year- 
old presiding county court Judge 
J. Robert Martin Jr., for the pros- 
ecuting attorneys and for the de- 
fense lawyers—so far, at least. 

The jury will speak for itself 
when the time comes later in the 
week for it to hand up its ver- 
dicts. This much can be said 
for the jury: It is hanging on 
every word that is spoken in the 
courtroom, and its sense of re- 
sponsibility is such that it is 
wearing its best Sunday clothes 
instead of seeking comfort in 
shirt sleeves like almost every- 
body else in the courtroom. 

No Show or Disorder. 

Most of the out-of-town observ- 
ers, having in mind other trials 
involvi some touchy issues in 
the South, came here expecting to 
see a show“ and to encounter 
perhaps a little disorder. Neither 
has developed. While there is an 
absorbing courtroom picture in 
the way the murder defendants 
are allowed—under the guaranty 
of state law—to enjoy the solace 
of their wives and children beside 
them within the rail, and in the 
eloquent silence of the 100 or 
more Negro spectators sitting in 
the stuffy confines of the gal- 
lery, looking down on the fan- 
cooled white persons below, it is 
withal a wholly decorous picture. 

Judge Martin is equally swift 
to quell any murmur from the 
spectators as any sharp clash of 
personality between the attorneys. 
No laymen could doubt the hon- 
esty of his rulings. 

The attorneys wouldn't be at- 
torneys if they didn't try to un- 
dereut one another with every 


argument. Meanwhile,

Senator Names Four Objectives, One of 
Which Would Be To Give Consumer 
a Break.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)— 
Senator Knowland (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, yesterday urged “extra 
high wages for extra high produc- 


tion” to sustain prosperity. 

“Within the grasp of the Ameri- 
can people is the greatest period 
of prosperity in the history of 
this or any other nation,” Know- 
land declared in a broadcast. 

But both high wages and maxi- 
mum production must be achieved, 
he said, for a “sustained pros- 
perous America”—for “the great- 
increase in the nation’s real 
wealth which must be the basis of 
truly higher living standards.” 

He counseled "broad adoption 
of a system of paying fair, guar- 
anteed wages for average produc- 
tion, and extra high wages for 
extra high production.” 

Labor and management, he said, 
should consider setting up to- 
gether “a system of wage pay- 
ments which will make maximum 
production and the highest pos- 
sible wage payments, in line with 
good pricing policies, clearly in 
the interest of both.” 

This system should have four 
objectives, he said:

1. To make it profitable for 
labor as well as management to 
achieve maximum output and 
lowest possible unit costs.“ 

2. To make payment of maxi- 
mum wages profitable to man- 
agement as well as labor. 

3. To make it clearly in the 
interest of both to keep up pro-

Un- 
der our contract, there is supposed 
to be only one apprentice to 15 
journeymen, and not more than 
two to a paper. At the Post- 
Dispatch there are now 30 learn- 
ers working with 60 journeymen, 
or one-third learners.” 

‘Bond said the learners would be 
shifted to other work on presses 
outside the plants of the three 
daily mewspapers. 

He said there were 11 votes for 
acceptance of the publishers’ offer, 
in the secret ballot taken at the 
meeting. About 100 were at the 
meeting, but some of these, junior 
members, had no vote on the issue 
of accepting or rejecting the of- 
fer. Abram Wolf, president o: Lo- 
cal 38, International Printing 
Pressmen and Assistants’ Union of 
North America, presided. 

Letters From Berry Read. , 

Correspondence with George L. 
Berry, president of the Interna- 
tional union, was read by Bond at 
the meeting. Letters from Berry 
related to his correspondence With 
the publishers, and took Bond to 
task for making threats to the 
publishers’ representatives. Bond 
said, hi wever, that he did not be- 
lieve Berry had forwarded the 
complete correspondence. 

Members of the pressmen’s 


union, because of dissatisfaction 
with an earlier wage proposal by 
the publishers, engaged in an un- 
authorized strike April 14 and 15, 
which forced the Post-Dispatch 
and Star-Times to omit publica- 
tion for those two days and pre- 
vented issuance of the Globe- 
Democrat for April 14, 15 and 16. 
They returned to work in: tardy 
obedience to International Presi- 
dent Berry, who demanded that 
they observe the terms of their 
contract. 


“We are willing to meet with 
anybody,” Bond said. “We have 
been denied, three times, the priv- 
lege of meeting with the pub- 
lishers.” 


Position of Publishers. 


As to Bond's statement that the 
publishers had heretofore estab- 
lished the pressmen's wage scale 
on a parity with that of the typo- 
graphical union, Shelton said: 


“In November 1945, under 
threat of a strike, the publishers 
agreed in a new contract to pay 
the pressmen the same weekly 
rate that was paid to the print- 
ers. Twice subsequently, after the 

rinters’ scale had been increased, 
ike increases were given the 
pressmen, but in both cases the 
new scales of the pressmen were 
in line with pressmen’s scales in 
comparable cities. At no time did 
the publishers agree to maintain 
parity of the pressmen's and 
printers’ scales. 

“With the increase offered by 
the publishers, including the cost 
of living increase, the St. Louis 
pressmen would enjoy the highest 
hourly wage rate paid anywhere 
in the United States, to newspaper

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Dougherty today filed a motion 
asking Circuit Judge Joseph J. 
Ward to deny the state’s applica- 
tion for a change of venue in its - 
quo warranto proceedings to oust 
the sheriff from his $10,000-a-year 
job. 

The motion contends the state 
is not “a real party in interest 
in thé proceeding,” and is not en- 
titled to a change of venue. 
ae is no plaintiff, to whom a 


change of venue is availabie,” 
the motion observed. 


A request for.a change of venue 
was made May 8 by Circuit At- 
torney James W. Griffin, who 
filed the quo warranto proceeding 
against the sheriff, on the ground 
that Judge Ward is prejudiced 
against “the State of Missouri.” 
The court granted attorneys 12 
days to prepare arguments for 
and against the venue change. 

The ouster action against 
Dougherty charges him with vio- 
lating the anti-nepotism provisions 
of the State Constitution by ap- 
peinting his wife’s niece as a 
courtroom deputy last year. The 
niece, Mrs. George Lawler Benoist, 
has since resigned. Dougherty 
has asserted that he merely pre- 
sented the former Miss Lawler’s 
name as a deputy and that the 
circuit judges, who approved his 
recommendation, actually made 
the appointment, 

In a brief filed with their mo- 
tion today, Dougherty’s attorneys 
cited an Appellate Court's decision 
in a case involving a county court, 
in which it was held that a state 
was not entitled to seek a change 
of venue because it was not a 
party “in interest,” as an individu- 
al plaintiff is considered.

HIRTY-THREE diseases of man, plants and animals possibly 
useful in bacteriological war, and 37 that seem unsuitable for 
war, are described with War Department permission in the 


Journal of Immunology published yesterday. 


Bacteriological war, it appears, 
will not have to be confined to 
attacking great areas. I. can hit 
specific places, like island bases, 
naval bases, single cities to be de- 
moralized, and war production 
‘grea: to be disrupted. 


Details of probable attack and |. 


also of defense are set forth at 
length. 


Authors of Report. 

This report was written by Drs. 
Theodor Rosebury and Elvin A. 
Kabat, professors of bacteriology 
at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Columbia University, 
with aid of Dr. Martin H. Boldt. 
Ali worked on biological war at 
Camp Detrick, Md. 

But this work came after their 
great study had been made, as 
members of the American Asso- 
ciation of Scientific Workers, 
whose President Maurice B. Vis- 
scher, also released the report yes- 
terday in Chicago. 

They gave the study to the Fed- 
eral Government, which kept it 
secret throughout the war. It does 
not contain their war work, but 
Dr. Visscher said the report is 
essentially sound. 

The report gives the work on 
bacterial warfare of scientists in 
eight nations, prior to 1942. Not 
one German was in this list, be- 
cause apparently German biologi- 
cal war science went under se- 
crecy long before the war, The 
“nations are Poland, France, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia, Morocco, Belgium, 
Britain and the United States, 


Education of Public. 


This study is announced as the 
first step by the scientific work- 
ers to educate the public on what 
bacteriological war can do. It 
gays there are no present possi- 
bilities for international contral 
like those for atom bombs. 

Even small nations, and inno- 
cent-looking legitimate medical 
labratories can fashion the kind 
of weapons described in the re- 
port. In fact, even before the 
war, any bacteriologist in the 
world; with time to make the 
monumental search, .could have 
found out what to do. 

Airplanes are considered the 
best disease spreaders. Air-borne 
infections, that people get by 
breathing, are the top menaces. 
Water and food-borne diseases are 
in the picture, but not considered 
as so likely to succeed. 

Topping the favored war dis- 
enses are tularemia, or rabbit 
fever, not the common form, but 
one that spreads in air and causes 
Pneumonia; pneumonic plague, 
which is the lung form of black 
death and spreads by air; and 
melioidosis, a glanders-like disease, 
now rare, which ‘attacks the 
lungs. 

Bubonic plague, the form of 
black death spread by rat fleas, 
is considered unfavorable for war, 
because it can be stopped com- 
pletely by getting rid of rats. 

Only 83 Known Cases to 1942. 

Meliodosis is a rare disease, 
with only 83 known cases up to 
1942. Only two lived. During the 
war there were a few fatal cases 
on Guam. 

True glanders, a hardening of 
jaw glands, common in the horse 
and buggy days when horses gave 
it to men, is also considered a*pos- 
sibility, but less favorable than 
meliodosis. 

Yellow fever comes into the war 
picture in a new guise. Normally 
mosquitoes spread yellow jack, 
and getting rid of the insects stops 
the disease. But the study says 
that in 1931 there were Cases 
spread in a laboratory without 
mosquitoes, and that this discov- 
ery was never followed up. 

Botulinus poisoning is not too 
promising. This is the poison, 
one ounce of whieh could kill 
180,000,000 persons and which 
made a great sensation last sum- 
mer when the chemical warfare 
service said they had found a way 
to mass produce the poison. 

To be so deadly it has to be 
{inoculated by needle. Also there 
is a toxoid that given in advance 
would protect human beings. 

Anthrax Deadly. 

Anthrax, which kills quickly like 
blood poisoning, rates well. This 
germ is tough, lives a long time 
and only a few are needed to kill. 
In tests one anthrax germ per 
animal killed 25 per cent, 2 per 
animal killed 50 per cent and 20 
per animal killed 100 per cent, 

Anthrax could be scattered by 
heil fragments, or sown on the 
earth. There is an animal vac- 
cine, but it is not known whether 
man can be successfully vaccinat- 


ed. 

Psittacosis is said to be possibly 
one of the most useful war dis- 
eases, because large amounts of 
the virus that causes it can be 
obtained. Vaccination may be pos- 
sible. 

Undulant fever, spread by alr, 
and the typhus-like diseases, such 
as Q fever and Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, are considered fa- 
vorable. The typhus types are 
epread by ticks that can be sown 
trom planes 

Some rare maladies like Weil's 
disease and Rift Valley fever are 
also considered. The ficst is a 
fever and the second causes high 
sheep mortality and light human 
mortality.

U.S. PARTICULARLY OPEN 
ISOLATION, SAYS SCIENTIST 
: CHICAGO, May 19 (AP). 
R. MAURICE VISSCHER, 
D president of the American

States is particularly vulner- 
erable” to bacterial.warfare at- 
‘ tack “because of its geograph- 
ical isolation.” 
‘ Visscher said at a press con- 
ference yesterday that, in case 
of a bacterial attack on this 
country by airplane by an 
ememy from Europe, the at- 
tacking enemy’s own people 
back home would be safe from 
bacteria used in the attack. 

Furthermore, he said, retri- 
bution in kind by the United 
States would be difficult be- 
cause “our use of bacterial 
weapons would involve neutral 
countries as well as the enemy 
country itself.” 

He declined to comment on 
what the situation would be if 
an attack were made by an 
Asiatic country.

Among the rejected diseases for 
war are smallpox, cholera and ty- 
phoid because ‘of vaccination. 
Streptococcus infections are re- 
jected because of too low casualty 
rates. The staphylococcus dis- 
eases of food poisoning are also 
ruled out. Leprosy takes too long 
to incubate. Most of the common 
pneumonias lack sufficient infec- 
tivity. Venereal disease are con- 
sidered too difficult to spread. 

Disease germs, and viruses too, 
can be made more virulent for 
war uses. Also it is possible in 
laboratories to get drug-fast 
germs, which means they resist 
medicines, including the sulfas, 
penicillin and streptomycin, that 
ordinarily would kill them. War 
would use these drug-fast organ- 
isms. 

The war diseases include some 
not prevalent in most civil 
countries, but capable of spread- 
ing there if introduced in suffi- 
ciently massive quantities. Such 
„new diseases says the report, 
can be expected in war. 

Present means of detecting dis- 
eases may fail because war will 
not always use nature’s known 
methods of spreading them. 

Food Animals Vulnerable. 

The report predicts that food 
animals on farms will be vulner- 
able to diseases scattered by 
plane. They may suffer, too, from 
plant diseases scattered to reduce 
their own food supply. 

Planes can drop germs and 
virusés that have been dried in 
cultures where they live, so as 
to scatter widely. Some dried bac- 
teria live a long time, Chemical 
fogs and smokes can be used to 
enable infections to seep indoors. 
Glycerine and other mists, and 
dusts, will concentrate infections 
on target areas. : 

It is suggested that an enemy 
using à bacteriological “scorched 
earth” could employ anthrax, un- 
dulant fever, rabbit fever and dis- 
eased ticks, and perhaps water 
contamination. 

“Anti-bacterial equipment,” says 
the report, “such as masks and 
screens, and material for mass im- 
munization and other prophylactic 
measures, should be made avail-

International institutions like 
the World Bank and. other United 
Nations agencies have taken far 
longer than anticipated in gettin 
into operation as sources of funds 
and technical help. Some offi- 
cials believe that as a result the 
United States has found itself un- 
prepared to deal efficiently with 
nunterous emergency requests 
from foreign countries seeking 
food, money and other types of 
economic aid. 

Since the chance of major help 
from international institutions 
within the next year is still re- 
mote, these officials said, the 
Ametican Government must seek 
new interim estimates and act 
accordingly. 

Emergency Financing. 

Marshall's policy planners, head- 
ed by George Kennan, probably 
will attempt to estimate roughly 
how much the American Govern- 
ment must prepare to make avail- 
able and possibly to what coun- 
tries it will go.

HOMAS MANN, noted German author who is visiting Europe 
for the first time since 1939, asserted yesterday that “Germany 
is again misusing her liberty and democracy.” 


Self-pity, he said, 


has led Germany to fail to co-operate with the Allies. 


“Germany refuses to acknowl- 
edge that misery and tragedy are 
not hers alone, although she her- 
self caused them,” the 71-year-old 
author told a reporter. “There is 


suffering in England and in 
France, but the German people re- 
fuse to acknowledge the suffering 
of others. Germany takes a mor- 
bid pride in her own tragedy, be- 
lieving it to be unique, It is self- 
pity, part of the national “egotism, 
which is preventing Germany 
from co-operating with thé Allies 
in her revival.” 

The Allies, he said, “Were mis- 
led by the Germans’ drugged atti- 
tude after the collapse and have 
not recognized this essential un- 
willingness of the Germans to do 
their best and ta co- operate with 
the victors.” 

Mann declared Dr. James New 
man, American military governor 
of Hesse, was “absolutely right” 
in sternly warning the Germans 
of his district last week to discon- 
tinue strikes and violence. But he 
said “it naturally will take a long 
time for Germany to recover her 
health after such a complete spir- 
itual and moral collapse.” 

He attributed Germany’s diffi- 
culties to two other main factors: 
That the entire country, its tal- 
ents, resources and strength, had 
from 1933 until the end of the war

Welles Urges Delay in Ratifica- 
tion of Italian Treaty. 
WASHINGTON, May 19 (UP)— 
Former Under Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles said last’ night 
there is a “very real” possibility 
that Italy may be ruled by a Com- 
munist government within the 

mnext few months. 

He urged the Senate to delay 
ratification of the Italian ‘peace 
treaty because, if it is ratified 
now, “American and British troops 
—which until now have been the 
greatest practical deterrent to 
armed uprisings within Italy and 
to Yugoslav pressure upon Italy 
—will have to be withdrawn.” 

In his weekly broadcast Welles 
called Palmiro Togliatti “the ablest

The letdown in sales affords 
merchants in war areas a chance 
to build up inventories and hence 
to give better service and selec- 
tion to customers.

First, because 
manufacturers and wh olesalers 
tended to allot goods on the basis 
of prewar purchases; that was a 
boon to big stores in established 
centers.

Dope Isn’t Funny

On Aug. 29, 1910, the late-C. K. Me- 
Ciatchy, then editor and publisher of 
the Sacramento Bee, wrote me:.

Since Editor McClatchy wrote that 37 
years ago, we have seen such plays in 
gad plenty.

The unwholesome effects of such 
propaganda are generally recognized. 

And now comes a second letter under 
date of April 2, 1947, from a San Fran- 
cisco executive in a position to observe 
and evaluate such matters:

A Costly Strike 

The best thing that could be said about the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. strike at any 
time can now be said: It is settled. 

After 41 days of limited service in dial areas 
and no service, except for emergencies, in manual 
switchboard areas, generally normal service is 
again being provided in Missouri and Kansas and 
the two Illinois counties adjacent to St. Louis. 
In some of the large cities elsewhere in the five- 
state area, picketing continues as à result of the 
still unsettled collateral Western Electric strike. 

There are trouble spots in Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Texas where the settlement is meeting with 


some resistance but the prospect is that these 


will be cleared up in a short time. Picketing is 
ended in the St. Louis area and the exchanges 
here are handling business in the usual fashion. 

This means that a great public utility can again 
serve the people who have a stake in its opera- 
tions no less great than that of the owners and 
the employes. 3 

It is trite to say that everyone loses in a strike 
“of this kind, yet that is indisputably the case. 


The strikers lost their wages over a period of five 


weeks. This amount, according to the company, 
totals $8,570,000. 

It will take a good many weeks of the increase 
of $4.42 to make up for this loss. This increase 
certainly is not to be discounted and it will help 
telephone employes meet the inflated cost of 
living. But it will be a long time before they 
can enjoy any real benefits. 

The company’s loss in income is even greater. 
It figures~that it has lost $9,714,000 in phone 
And the loss to federal, state 
and local government units in phone taxes, so 
the company estimates, is $5,150,000, A 

These losses, of course, are only for the terri- 
tory under the jurisdiction of Southwestern Bell. 
On a national basis, the totals are much larger. 
It was a costly affair financially for all con- 
cerned, 

But the cost to the public cannot be measured 
in dollars and cents. Even though consumers 
accommodated themselves to limited service or 
no service, they still were deprived of a means 
to safety and health. 

The one thing that stands out about this strike 
above all others now is that it is against the 
declared public policy of the State of Missouri. 
Gov. Donnelly, it is true, has not yet signed the 
bill outlawing public utility strikes and setting 
up procedures for handling utility disputes, but 
there is every reason to consider as good as law 
the measure which the Legislature has passed. 

In the future such disputes as to wages and 
working conditions will go before state-estab- 
lished authority for settlement under what 
amounts to the guidance of the state. The public 
service character of the public utility business 
has been recognized and work stoppages in these 
vital industries will be a violation of law. 

There is no profit now in reviewing the faults 
of the two sides. The differences should have 
been arbitrated and both sides say they favored 
arbitration. Yet differences were not arbitrated 
and the result is the mess now being cleaned up. 

Arbitration is the method for the future and 
there is genuine satisfaction in knowing that in 
Missouri it soon will be an approved method un- 
der legal auspices, not a device which can be ig- 
nored without penalty by one side or the other 
—or by both sides.

The state now has a merit sys- 
tem—which means, with its superior resources, 
that it can provide better professional staff and 
attendants, and more of them.

On the four“ ‘ial, the Board of 
Aldermen should do its plain duty. 
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Legion Against Housing 

Why should the American Legion, in contrast 
with the Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
American Veterans Committee, oppose the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner housing bill, which would par- 
ticularly benefit veterans in their most acute 
physical need? 

The reason, says Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., the 
A.V:C.’s housing chairman, is “a surrender of 
the Legion hierarchy to the vested housing in- 
terests,” the realtor-builder-lender lobby which 
hoards monopolistic profits from scarce and 
high-priced shelter. What's more, Roosevelt 
charges, the “kingmakers” prevented a decision 
in the last Legion convention, knowing that the 
convention would have indorsed the bill.” 
Such charges can never be completely proved. 


It is known, however, that the politician clique 


which so often controls top Legion offices has 
strung along with the unsavory side of various 


issues in the past. The present fact is, too, and 
no matter for what motive, that the Legion has 


‘taken a queer position on housing, contrary to 


the interest of its World War II members. One 
wonders what the privates in the Legion ranks 
think of it. * 
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Senator Martin to the Commies 
Senator Martin’s remarks to a delegation of 
Communist veterans goes to one or two extremes, 
but ought to serve as a dash of cold water to 
awaken United States Communists to what many 

of the people of this country think of them. 
When the Pennsylvania Senator suggested that 
Russia is the only place for Communists, he was 
venting his anger in an extreme remark, He was 
doing the same when he said he would not listen 
to anything any American Communist had to say. 


Political liberty doesn’t mean just liberty to 


believe in the theories that were held by Wash- 
ington and Jefferson. It means, among many 
other things, liberty to believe in the theories 
that were held by Marx. If it doesn't mean that 
it doesn't mean anything. 

Senator Martin may decline to hear anything 
an American Communist has to say, but the 
United States Government as a whole cannot af - 
ford to do likewise. The only way our Govern- 
ment can really overcome Communism at home 
is to learn the discontents and aspirations that 
make Americans turn to Communism—and then 
make democracy solve those discontents and fos- 
ter those aspirations better than Marxist theory 
ever could. 

With those reservations, Senator Martin's 
speech was eloquent, and it was needed. He 
told the Communist veterans why he felt no 
respect for them, but only contempt. First, they 
were, in his opinion, putting another country be- 
fore their own. Second, they had abdicated their 
sovereignty over their own minds, permitting 
the Russian Government to think for them, with 
the result that they said they believed one thing 
one minute and its opposite the next—hardly 
intellectual honesty. Third, they were availing 
themselves of a freedom of expression in the 
United States capitol which, as he said, they 
would be exiled or killed for attempting to exer- 
cise in the Kremlin. 

Most Americans today probably will agree with 
Senator Martin. That they will agree with the 
extremes, as well as with the rest, is testimony 
to the depth of the contempt which the ideologi- 
cal dishonesty of the Communist party in the 
United States—and in the world—has earned. 
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For a Rail Safety Inquiry 

A congressional investigation into the causes 
and prevention of railroad accidents, proposed 
by Representative Bennett of Missouri, ought 
by all means to be made. It is obvious to any- 
one who has made even a superficial study of 
the subject that the ICC hasn't been getting be- 
hind the railroads as it should and forcing them 
to do what they should. Consequently it is the 
part of Congress to get behind the ICC, 

While it’s about it, an investigating committee 
should find out whether the ICC has sufficient 
personnel dealing with safety, whether it has 
sufficient authority to protect the traveling pub- 
lic, and whether it should not be scrutinized by 
Congress more often and in more detail, to keep 
it on its toes. | 
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Uphill Fight for Health Bill 

A distinctly improved version of the Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell universal health insurance bill 
has been dropped in the hopper again, with addi- 
tional sponsorship by Senators Chavez, Taylor, 
Pepper and McGrath. No doubt sentiment for it 
grows, but its chances in the present Congress 
are slimmest of the slim. 

Meanwhile, the arrangements for health care 
remain deplorably inadequate. Senator Taft ad- 
mits it by offering a “substitute” that is given 
a better chance of passage, but his bill fills only 
a minor part of the gap. It provides medical 
grants for indigent citizens, but the worst suf- 
ferers are families with incomes between $2000 
and $5000—people who shift very well in every- 
thing but health care and housing, both of which 
are chaotically disorganized, inadequate and high- 
priced. 

In spite of American Medical Association prop- 
aganda, the universal insurance bill is no more 
ominous than old age and survivors’ insurance, a 
recognized federal function which it resembles. 
It does not “socialize” medicine. It does not pre- 
vent the patient from selecting his doctor or the 
doctor from selecting his patients. Previous ver- 
sions over-centralized policy-making in Washing- 
ton, but the new bill provides only minimum fed- 
eral standards and leaves ‘management to states 
and local communities. 

Anything labeled “welfare” has rough days 
ahead in the present Congress, but as Frank 
Bane, director of the Council of State Govern- 
ments, said here last month, the desire for aug- 
mented public services is still lively. The de- 
mand for universally abundant health service 
will eventually be served. Meanwhile, the dogged 
re-introduction of the Wagner-Murray-Dingell- 
and-others bill needles the profession: into of- 
fering fractional improvements—never enough, 
but something. 


Hardly a Start by Mr. Jones 

Jesse Jones’s statement about the RFC loan 
to the B.&O, Railroad is a protestation of his 
virtue, not an explanation of his actions. 

He says nothing about the fact that RFC offi- 
cials who helped pass on the B. & O. loan; and who 
otherwise served B. & O. in the Government, later 
became salaried employes of the railroad at two 
and three times their RFC pay. 

He says nothing about the assertion, made 
more than once in the Senate Banking Commit 
tee’s investigation, that B. & O. was able, before 
its reorganization, to pay back all or a large part 
of the RFC loan. > 

What the country needs to hear from Mr. Jones 
is the answers to these and other pertinent ques- 
tions about the way he ran the RFC, It needs to 
hear him under the deepest-probing kind of an 
examination by the Senate Banking Committee.

The Communists refer to themselves as 
the “vanguard” of labor. Far from being 
“progressive,” as they claim, they are really 
“dynamic reactionaries.” 

To them ethics and morality are “bour- 
geois” virtues. Therefore, in the unions, as 
elsewhere, they will support a conservative 
or reactionary if he should oblige them by 
favoring a pro-Soviet or pro-party line, 


As self-constituted champions of the 
Negro race the Communists have never fal- 
tered in praise of their alleged attitude on 
race discrimination. Yet they have never 
criticized the head of one of the nation’s 
important unions who is largely responsible 
for drawing the color line in his own or- 
ganization. 

To Communists the yardstick of a union 
leader’s “progressivism” is not the sound- 
ness of his labor policies but his readiness 
to approve Kremlin policy. That is why I 
consider them totalitarian reactionaries. 


Strike Against Workers’ Interest 


Real progressive unionists are the fore- 
most targets, while conservative unionists 
are quite safe from their onslaughts. The 
reason is simple, The liberal unionist knows 
the score. He is wise to Communist mach- 
inations. This will explain why the I. L. G. 
W. U. has been the butt of bitter Commun- 
ist assaults for so many years. 


In 1926 the Communist party was able to 


obtain control of our New York organiza- 
tion and succeeded in plunging the coat and 
suit industry into a general strike. After a 
futile eight-week struggle, the local leaders 
had had enough, They were ready to come 
to a settlement, but the Communist party 
ordered their agents to continue the strike 
—against their better judgment and against 
the interests of the workers, 


It took 10 years to recover from the 
criminal and stupid Communist-led strike 
of 1926 which cost $3,500,000 and left in its 
wake a chaotic industry and a crippled 
union, 


Infiltration by Stages 


The Communists are desperately work- 
ing to get control of progressive unions. 
With these as a base they can then launch 
their attacks on more conservative union 
citadels, It means representation on com- 
mittees of all sorts, having an entry to im- 
portant Government departments and gain- 
ing access to what might otherwise be se- 
cret information and, naturally, passing it 
on to the party commissars. 


One Communist-dominated union “sud- 
denly” conceived the idea of organizing 
workers in the Panama Canal Zone. Was 
this display of activity solely an interest in 
trade unionism? 


Communists, at times, fight to improve 
the lot of the wage-earners, but only when 
such a policy coincides with the interests 
of the Soviet rulers, If it is to their ad- 
vantage to forego demands, to neglect 
grievances, to engage in the maximum of 
“class collaboration,” they will do so. 


The Communists have brought discredit 
to the time-honored weapon of trade union 
picketing. They threw a picket line to 
interfere with a dinner officially tendered 
to Winston Churchill. In another_instance 
Philip Murray had to intervene to prevent 
the Communist-dominated New Tork City 


CIO Industrial Council from proclaiming a 


two-hour city-wide political strike, 
The political strike is a revolutionary 


" weapon. The economic strike is not. 


If They Ever Succeeded 


No doubt the Communist party in France 
owes much of its electoral strength to the 
strangle-hold it has over the great trade 
unions. Through its airtight control the 
party has exercised veto wer over the 
Government's economic policies. In many 
respects, the situation in Italy is similar. 


Were the Communists ever to exercise 
such domination over the American union 
movement and thereby secure such a de- 
cisive political position, our own country 


would find itself just as unstable and in- 


secure—its national independence vitally 
sapped—at the mercy and whim of a ruth- 
less foreign totalitarian dictatorship, 


Despite their insignificant numbers, 
the Communists and their fellow-travelers 
and party-liners dominate 12 to 15 out 
of 40 CIO unions. They have a strong bloc 
on the CIO executive board. None of the 
110 unions of the AFL is dominated, but 
they do control locals, though not many. 


Six Ways to Counterattack 


Up to now the totalitarian success in 
trade unions has been scored largely by de- 
fault. The Communists have broken 
through open doors. 

To meet the situation, trade union pro- 
gressives must: 

(1) Put at least as much energy in or- 
ganizing the majority as the Communists 
do in organizing the minority. 

(2) Enlightened trade unionists do not 
have to ban Communist propaganda. Out- 
lawing the party or Communists from 
union membership is not an effective way 
of combating them. We must rely on edu- 
cation and discussions of daily problems 
confronting labor. 

(3) We must bring home to the rank and 
file the importance of attending their local 
meetings and sharing in the responsibili- 
ties of membership. They must lead in 
handling grievances. 

(4) Local unions should make it obliga- 
tory for members to attend meetings and 
participate in elections to insure that all 
decisions reflect the will of the majority. 

(5) We must be tireless in our efforts to 
solve the daily problems, improving work- 
ing conditions, living standards and safe- 
guarding, political rights, 


(6) Constructive unionists must refrain 
from making extravagant “pie-in-the-sky” 
promises that cannot be fulfilled. 

If we follow these rules we can easily 
overcome the Communist nuclei in every 
test of strength. These strepto-Communist 
cells, like those of other diseases, thrive in 
darkness and ignorance. They do not multi- 
ply in unions where leaders and members 
are alert, honest and competent.

Poet to the World 


THE WIND THAT SHAKES THE BARLEY, by James 

Barke. (Macmillan, New York.) 

This novel, based on the life of Burns up 
to his twenty-fifth year, is the first of four 
volumes that will tell the fictionalized 
biography of the poet. The author, a Scot, 
claims access to no new material but sup- 
plies a pervasive charm. The fascination 
is composed of narrative skill and a style, 
employing a mixture of Scottish dialect 
and English, that is wedded to his subject. 
Students of the life of Burns will recognize 
that Mr. Barke, familiar with all standard 
works on their hero, also possesses power 
to detect truth among contradictory writ- 
ings. 

This initial volume is concerned with 
Burns’s parents, his birth, childhood of 
penury and struggle for education, vicissi- 
tudes of family fortune and four of his 
love affairs. One of these, source of the 
title; culminates in an exquisitely told idyl 
of passion. The Burns who lives in these 
pages may prove the best one. He emerges 
as a conscientious lad, accustomed before 
his teens to performing farm labor of a 
man; a youth who, after five winters of 
schooling, reads omnivorously, and a young 
man with a distinct social flair.

Within three yedts he was to sojourn in 
Edinburgh and be lionized, more to his 
harm than his benefit; within a decade 
after that he was to die. But here we 
live with the unspoiled person who lis- 
tened seriously to a stern father’s daily 
Bible reading and endured the passive dis- 
like of a mother who stopped singing old 
Scottish songs after farm life took the lilt 
out of her. 

When Robin Burns was born, a storm 
blew in the roof of his parents’ cottage. 
The omen was fulfilled as father and son 
fought a losing fight with drouth, flood 
and barren soil. Thomas Hardy’s artistic 
device of making Egdon Heath a force for 
evil is paralleled by Mr. Barke’s interpre- 
tation of malevolent nature. 

The author’s rhythmical, emotional lan- 
guage improves when read aloud. In con- 
text, his mildly redundant phrases like 
„moll and toil” and “the green finger of 
his gardening knack” are effective prose 
poetry, recalling alliterative duplication in 
Anglo-Saxon epic fragments. Admixture 
of Scottish diction suggests the poet's 
songs. 


* * * 


Here is an especially enjoyable book for 
those who recognize and relish skillful 
echoes from older Scottish bards and such 
pre-Romantics as Gray, Young and Blair. 
Readers of another persuasion may lament 
slighting of Burns's political ideas. Others 
with just a general preference for biogra- 
phy may find themselves skipping. There 
is little deviation from the theme of unend- 
ing hardship. For those who appreciate 
and love Robert Burns, however, there will 
not be a superfluous word. It is the chief 
merit of Scotland's great poet that this 
group is no mere cult, as is true with such 
figures as Blake and Shelley. The reason, 
as Mr. Barke put it, is that “Robert Burns 
is the world's greatest poet of common 
humanity.” He brought poetry out of the 
archives and into the open air.

Machiavelli Grontyko in Palestine 


E stand taken by Mr. Gromyko on the Palestine question will 
‘have repercussions over the 


country with a Jewish population, notably our own. 


The Soviet Union has always 
been anti-Zionist on ideological 
grounds. Zionist organization and 
propaganda were forbidden in 
Russia, But Sov- 
jet theories had 
a compelling at- 
traction for a 
people who fn 
eastern Europe 
had a semi-alien 
status, and who, 
under Hitler, 
buffered atro 
ciously at the 
hands of west- 
ern Europeans, 
The result was 
a schism in 
world Jewry be- 
tween the two most, dynamic 
movements appealing to Jewish 
masses: Zionism and Communism. 
The Soviet position on Zionism 
kept them from possible amailga- 
mation. ' 


A Verbal Policy. 


Beginning in eastern Europe 
and first attracting only eastern 
Jews, the spread of anti-Semitism 
to the west drew Jews toward 
Zionism. Meanwhile, financial 
support for the Palestinian home- 
land came chiefly from the 
United States, and official Ameri- 
can policy, supported by both par- 
ties, went beyond that of the man- 
datory power, Great Britain, and 
urged a Jewish national state 
with unrestricted immigration. 

This was, however, largely 
verbal. Both Britain and the 
United States feared .to offend 
the vast Moslem world. 


The Soviet Union, -with many 
Jewish supporters on other than 
Zionist grounds, thus stood aloof 
while Britain and the United 
States sank ever deeper in the 
Palestine quagmire as the result 
of the contradiction between 
pledges to the Jews and desire to 
conciliate the Arabs. 

Britain, with responsibility on 
the spot, was not more equivocal 
than America, as witness Roose- 
velt's pledge of a Jewish common- 
wealth and simultaneous wooing 
of Ibn Saud, its most fanatical 
opponent. 

But behind the whole equivoca- 
tion was fear of throwing the 
middle east, via Zionism, into 
Soviet arms. 


Between Two Fires. 


Meanwhile, the fears of the 
Arabs and the bitter disappoint- 
ment of the Jews turned Pales- 
tine into a shambles. Terrorism 
broke ct. Britain proved unable 
to maintain omier. The more 
radical American Zionists practi- 
cally declared war on Britain. 

The Arabs, regarding the Brit- 
fish mandate as an imperialist in- 
tervention and imposition from 
the beginning, and furious with 
American support of Zionism, 
hoped—on the Soviet anti-Zionist 
record—for support. Disappointed 
Zionists, who also loathe the man- 
date, hoped American pressure 
would compel the British to estab- 
lish a Jewish state. Conscious of 
one of the greatest failures in her 
imperial history, Britain finally 
referred the question to U.N,

Now, both Britain and the 
United States displayed extreme 
caution, trying to restrict debate 
and limit the frames of reference 
of the U.N. committee of inquiry. 
But the Soviets stood for the air- 
ing of all related political issues, 
including the complete, independ- 
ence of Palestine. 

Both Jews and Arabs want an 
Jews 


by unrestricted immigration, the 
Arabs with the existing majority 
protected against Jewish immigra- 
tion. The British and Americans, 
voting against raising the issue 
of Palestinian independence, 
pleased neither, | 

Finally, Mr. Gromyko spoke, He 
favored an independent Palestine 
—pleasing both Jews and Arabs. 
He affirmed the breakdown of the 
manhdate—pleasing both Jews and 
Arabs. He attacked the initial 
validity of the mandate—support- 
ing the Arab position. 

But—and here was the complete 
about-face in historic Soviet policy 
~—Gromyko supported Jewish his- 
torical claims to a homeland and 
a state in Palestine, 

The United States cannot oppose 
the Soviet position because of in- 
numerable pledges to the Zionists 
while the Soviets, by denying the 
validity of the mandate even ini- 
tially and supporting Palestine in- 
dependence, have made the great- 
er concession to the Arabs. 

The political results will be im- 
mense: 


Success for ee 


First: A schism in the powerful 
and dominant left wing of world 
Jewry is healed. It now is possible 
to be a Communist and a Zionist... 
This will affect Jewish masses 
everywhere. 

Second: It will orient Jewish 
Palestine toward the Soviet Union, 
while they will continue to be 
supported by American Jewish 
capital. 

Third: It will reconcile Arabian 
Communists, hitherto anti-Zionist, 
with the Jewish left wing—which 
is far and away the stronger. 

Fourth: 
great powers as bidders for Arab 
or Jewish support on the ground 
of Zionism. It will reduce the 
power game in the Middle East 
to a straight class struggle with 
the Soviets, the most dynamic 
Palestinian Zionists, most world 
Zionists, and the leaders of the 
Moslem Soviet Republics backing 
the Arabian masses against the 
Pashas, and with Britain and Amer- 
ica forced either to support the 
most reactionary forces or com- 
pete with the Soviets with money 
—always under the charge of ex- 
ercising dollar and oil imperial- 
ism, 

The Soviets—by waiting non- 
committally until 
America alienated both Arabs and 
Jews—defeated both western allies 
so that neither could possibly win. 
Then, reversing—as the Soviets al- 
ways can—a historic position and 
holding out a hand to both Arabs 
and Jews under conditions that 
neither can effectively refuse, they 
have played a magnificenfly 
Machiavellian game. 

It is, of course, the same game 


they are playing in Europe.

The display, first of its kind at 
the guild, is restricted to members’

jury-selected exhibitions since 
1940 anywhere. It includes 68 
works by 26 painters and sculp- 
tors. Exhibits come from shows 
in New York, Chicago, Oklahoma 
City, Denver, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Sedalia and Springfield, Mo.

Among canvases new to gallery- 
goers here is “Candlelight Service,” 
by Lucie Mackay Palmer, 3693 
Lindell boulevard.

The painting shows a procession 
of Unitarians leaving an old 
church at night on one of the 
Isles of Shoals off New Hamp- 
shire.

~ Baseman, Dies at 64

With the Yankees, Chase was 
the most agile, quick-thinking 
first sacker baseball had ever pro- 
duced, He had an uncanny Way 
of sensing the batter’s intention 
and roved over.a wide area, even 
catching pop fouls behind the 
catcher, He was a wizard on a 
bunt, 

Chase was traded to the Chicago 
White Sox in 1913 and, after a 


COLUSA, Calif., May 19 (AP)—Hal Chase, probably the greatest 
fielding first baseman of all time, is dead. 

“Prince Hal,” whose brilliant career in the majors ended under 
the cloud of the “Black Sox scandal” of 1919, twice was in a coma 
for 36 hours during his lengthy illness, but twice he rallied. The third 


dispute with his bosses, he 
switched the next season to the 
Buffalo Federals. He bounced 
back into the majors with the Cin- 
cinnati Reds after the 1915 sea- 
son.

With the Reds he led the Na- 
tional League in batting with .339 
in 1916. 

Chase concluded his major 
league career in 1919 with the 
New York Giants. He was 37 
then, a veteran of 15 seasons in 
the big circuits. But he had 
never realized his ambition to 
play in a world series. 

Chase was not accused of being 
involved in the “Black Sox 
scandal” but later he admitted 
he had advance knowledge that 
the 1919 world series between the 
Chicago White Sox and the Cin- 
cinnati Reds had been “fixed.” 

“Sure, I knew about that,” 
Chase said not long ago. “But I 
was no squealer.”

Quality of Scotch-Type Whis- 
ky Misrepresented, Dis- 
tributor Charges. 


Damages totaling $58,414, based 
on the salé of a wholesaler of 
600 cases of Scotch-type whisky 
that were allegedly so distasteful 
to Scotch drinkers that only 15 
cases were sold in nearly a year, 
were sought today in a suit filed 
in United States District Court 
by Joseph A. Gualdoni, Gualdoni 
operates the Jay Gee Distributin® 
Co., 5103 Shaw avenue, a whole- 
sale liquor firm. 

He sought the. damages from 
McKesson & Robbins, Inc., whole- 
sale drug firm. He said he bought 
600 cases of the whisky from the 
firm last May 23. Gualdoni said 
he paid $40.61 a case, or a total 
of $24,366, for the whisky. 

Although a representative for 
the McKesson firm claimed the 
whisky was a high-quality prod- 
uct and could be sold as a sub- 
stitute for Scotch whisky, the 
Gualdoni petition continued, it ac- 
tually was “undesirable and in- 
ferior” and “not a Scotch product 
in either flavor or ingredients.” 
By March 1, 1947, it added, only 
15 cases had been sold, a part of 
the remainder having been re- 
turned by dealers who had bought

“What is most sinister of all, 
however, is the fact that in almost 
every one of Italy’s larger cities, 
particularly the larger industrial 
cities of northern Italy, the local 
Communist organizations have in 
their possession very large stores 
of arms and ammunition, which 
even include tanks and machine- 
guns.” 

He recommended two steps for 
the United States to take to halt 
the spread of Communism in Italy: 
Make available to Italy at least 
$120,000,000 of the funds appropri- 
ated by Congress for foreign re- 
lief, and a $100,000,000 loan from 
the Export-Import Bank.

Place in a pan of 
hot water and bake in a moderate- 
ly slow oven (325 degrees) for 
about 40 minutes or until a knife 
inserted about one-half inch from 
center comes out clean. Cool at 
room temperature. To serve, spoon 
some of the caramel sauce at the 
bottom over each serving.

Woman Who Sent Money to Centralia 7% 
Miners' Families Has a Long Record , 
Of Good Works—Just Regards Self 
As Trustee for Inherited Wealth

CHICAGO, May 19 

LTHOUGH public memory is 

short, visitors to Chicago still 

get around to asking, “What 
about that Chicago woman who 
sent $100 to each of the families 
who lost relatives in the Centralia 
coal-mine disaster? -Who is she, 
and what’s her background?” 

Native Chicagoans have the 
answers. The woman is 80- Id 
Mrs. Emmons Blaine, the former 
Anita McCormick, multimillion- 
aire heiress to the Cyrus McCor- 
mick reaper fortune. Her works 
are well known. Chicagoans recall 
the time she financed the trip of 
two surgeons to the Kentucky coal 
mine where Floyd Collins was 
trapped, They remember that in 
1943 she slipped unobtrusively 
into Mme. Chiang Kai-shek’s hotel 
suite here and presented her with 
$100,000 for use among China’s 
war orphans. - 

You will recall that along with 
her gift to 111 Centralia families 
she sent this statement: 

“We cannot call clv- 
ilized until the conditions creating 
such a are eliminated, 
not only in America, but in the 
world.“ 

Says a friend: That statement 
probably sums up her philosophy 
better than any other single sen- 


tence, As for the money itself, it 


was the most natural thing in the 
world for Mrs. Blaine to send the 
gift to the Centralia families.” 

For nearly a half century Mrs. 
Blaine has been ey N in 7 
philanthropic wor @ gave the 
University of Chicago $2,000,000 
for a teachers’ school. She was the 
financial angel of the Francis 
Parker School, one of the oldest 
progressive schools in the coun- 
try, donating from $50,000 to $90,- 
000 a year for 34 years to this 
school so it could have low tuition 
in order that children from low- 
income families could attend. 

A friend, in explaining Mrs. 
Blaine's phi’-~’*rophy, says it is 
based on a simple philosophy. Says 
the friend: “She just regards her- 
self as a trustee for the money 
her father left her and distributes, 
it to causes and movements that 
she think will help make this a 
better world in which to live.” 

Today, as she. approaches her 


eighty-first birthday, Mrs. Blaine 
can look back on a long, eventful 
and faithful record as trustee of 
the McCormick fortune, She not 
only has given generous sums of 
money to progressive and social 
causes but a great deal of time and 
work to them as well. 
ingly has no other interest except 
these various causes, which to- 
day are divided into three main 
categories: Peace, child welfare 
and education. She holds confer- 
ences on these subjects at her 
home; she writes letters and wires 
and telephones people al] over the 
country and the ‘orld to gather 
information on these subjects. 


The Chicago Tribune, whose 
pene Col. Robert R. McCor- 


with whom she disagrees on most 
political and international issues, 
was moved to describe her as “One 


of Chicago’s great philanthropists | 


whose generosity has helped fos- 
ter creative independence among 
80 many of Chicago's young.” 
But, while Mrs. P’aine’s philan- 
trophy and devotion to progressive 
and civic causes is known to many, 
she ig probably more familiar to 
Chicagoans for her political be- 
liefs and the newspaper advertise- 
ments she purchases to proclaim 
these beliefs, :

HE was a supporter of Pres- 

dent Roosevelt and bought full- 

page ads in all Chicago papers 
during all his cam to an- 
nounce her support. is step is 
made more significant in view of 
her Republican background. Her 
husband, who died many years 
ago, was the son of James G. 
Blaine, Plumed Knight” of the 
Republican party. rs. Biaine’s 
family. the McCormicks, are re- 
garded as Republicans. 

Mrs. Blaine’s break with the 
Republican party came about over 
the League of Nations issue. She 
felt the party was only lukewarm 
in its attitude toward the league. 
“It is painful to me, as I have 
loved and respected the party for 
years,” she wrote in a newspaper 
advertisement announcing her de- 
cision to support Democratic can- 
didat es. 


The last newspaper advertise- 
ment containing a message from 
Mrs. Blaine was published in 1944 
and was probably her most sen- 
sational. It was in the form of an 
open letter to delegates to the

Mrs. Blaine does not depend 
solely on newspaper advertise- 
ment as a channel for her views.

In May 1941 she wrote every mem- 
ber of Congress, urging war be 
declared immediately on Germany. 

At present Mrs. Blaine is con-

let, “The World at the Cross- 
roads,” which urged support of

Once a Chicagoan wanted to in- 
terest her in a progressive organi- 
zation. He wrote her consistently 
for several weeks, but never re- 
ceived a reply.

A year later he was startled to re- 
ceive a message from Mrs. Blaine 
asking him to come to her home 
at once, as she wanted to discuss 
his proposal. He came on a Sat- 
urday morning and Mrs. Blaine 
was so interested that he was per- 
guaded to spend the week end 
there so she could obtain all the 
details. 

Mrs, Blaine lives alone, except 
for a staff of servants, in a two- 
story reddish-brown building at 
Erie and Rush streets in the near 
North Side. It is a half block 
from busy Michigan boulevard and 
in the shadow of the towering Chi- 
cago bune building.. The home 
is also close to the small Rush 
street night spots.

HE Blaine home once was the 

scene of spectacular social 

gatherings but Mrs, Blaine sel- 
dom entertains now. “She just 
works all day long on her various 
projects,” says a friend. The last 
party there was in celebration of 
Mrs, Blaine’s 80th birthday last 
July 4 It was an occasion for 
the gathering of the McCormick 
family, Chicago newspapers de- 
voted a great deal of space to the 
event. Acting as sort of mis- 
tress of ceremonies was Mrs. 
Blaine’s granddaughter, Nancy, 
the apple of Mrs. Blaine’s eye. 
Nancy graduated from Vassar in 
1940, having majored in art his- 
tory, and promptly got a job as 
an organizer for the CIO Textile 
Workers Union of America in 
North Carolina, a job she still 
holds. f 

Mrs. Blaine is equally as inde- 
pendent in her fashions as she is 
in her views. She wears obviously 
serviceable and quite old-fash- 
ioned clothes. A Chicago Sun re- 
porter, in describing the scene 
when Mrs. Blaine walked unher- 
alded into Mme. Chiang-Kai 
Shek’s suite to present her with 
the $100,000 gift, had this to say:

We Are All 
Of One Blood

RECENT double killing oc- 
Are in Philadelphia that 

shocked the city to attention. 
Sergeant S. H. Hewitt and Patrol- 
man James J. Quigley closed in 
on an automobile thief who, when 
cornered, opened fire. Hewitt, * 
veteran on the force, was killed 
instantly and Quigley died within 
an hour; Both were husbands and 
fathers. Quigley, only 32, was 
a veteran of World War II and 
the father of three «mall children, 
one of them unborn. 

The killer, 23, was perhaps 
mortally wounded. His foster 
parents are both members of uni- 
versity faculties and specialists in 
the field of child psychology. They 
are divorced. The boy was always 
a problem child and became a ju- 
venile delinquent: His story is 
not pleasant to read but he was 
successful and seasoned in crime 
before he climaxed his career with 
these killings. 

On Sunday morning following 
the tragedy a Philadelphia clergy- 
man had this to say at the close 
of his sermon: “Our immediate 
duty is to care for the dependents 
of these meu who died for us. Al- 
ready police benefits are being 
supplemented by public and 
private assistance, but the total 
generous will be too 
small. These men can never be 
repaid. 

“Patrolman Quigley was a Ro- 
man Catholic, Sergeant Hewitt 
was a Jew, and this is a Protest- 
ant church but God has made us 
all of one blood. The offering that 
we bring today is not a gift—it is 
a payment of gratitude and an in- 
vestment in community security. 


Each church and.every other pub-. 


lic institution has a stake here.” 
That particular offering amounted 
to nearly $500 but the total is not 
the most important matter. The 
significant thing is the will to give 
that swept across all lines of race 
and faith. 

Now let the courts deal justly 
with the killer—and with the com- 
munity. Too many officers who 
die in the line of duty are for- 
gotten when juries bring in their 
verdicts. Maudlin sentiment can 
be a vicious thing. If life and 
property are to be secure, crimi- 
nals must not escape the penalty 
of their crimes.
